NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Vincente 


Blasco Ibanez, author of "The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse" has 
added his name to the long list, of 
distinguished non-Jews who are en- 
thusiastic for the establishment of 
a Jewish 
National Homeland in 


Palestine. 


"Every 
right 
thinking 
man, 


whether Jew or Gentile, cannot but 
sympathize with the movement to 
help the Jews settle in the Holy 
Land and once more make the Jew- 
ish people an independent nation 
on their own soil," said the dis- 
tinguished Spanish statesman, a pub- 
licist and novelist. "I think there 
cannot be two opinions on the sub- 
ject. I am enthusiastic for a Jew- 
ish Palestine particularly when I re- 
call what the Jews have accomplish- 
ed during the long centuries of ex- 
ile, under the heavy.burden of the 
most terrible persecutions. Now is 
there anything they will not be able 
to accomplish in their own country, 
in the land of their fathers? And 
that is why many of -the beet sons 
of the Jewish people are'active in 
the Zionist movement." 


Ibanez told his interviewer that 


In Spain since its gates were open- 
ed once more to Jews In 1858, no 
one knows any longer who is of 
Jewish blood and who is not. "There 
is not a worth while Spaniard but 
has Jewish blood in his veins" he 
continued, "And at times it seems 


to me I am purely of Jewish de- 
scent myself." 
"There is no anti-semitlsm in 


present-day Spain," he said. "Spain 
realizes the great wrong done the 
Jews by the exile decree of 1492. 
Fortunately, we live in a different 
era now, and Jews occupy the most 
prominent places in Spain's public 
life. Naturally, when I say Jews I 
mean the descendants of the Maran- 
os or secret Jews. There are but 
few recent immigrants among the 
Spanish Jews, and. they, together 
with the other 'have recently found- 
ed a League, for the .Rehabilitation 
of, Spanish Jewry. I, too, belong to 
this League and.many.eminent Span- 
iards, ,of non-Jewish 
..origin, 
are 


members, for they understand how 
useful the. Jews .are to the country."

a "Kangaroo" airplane, formerly a •$• 
fighting machine, for the final stage 
of the journey. This plane will be 
fitted with skis instead of wheels 
to enable it to land in the snow. 


The aircraft will make its actual 


start from the Great Barrier, and 
will proceed' to the South Pole over 
the great glacier, and then across 
known but unnamed mountains. 


It is proposed, to take a crew of 


not less than four, in addition to 
which a sledge containing a tent, 
shovels, cocking stove and camping 
equipment and provisions 
for 
at 


least 10 weeks must be carried. 
These,provisions and the sledge ne- 
cessary in the event of an accident, 
which might compel the party to re- 
turn to the base on foot, will weigh 
approximately 750 pounds. 


This weight, together with the 


necessary fuel for a 1,500 mile flight 
necessitates a big powerful ;machine, 
as the mountains to' be flown over 
are over 12,000 feet above sea lev- 
el. 


The "Kangaroo" was one of the 


latest fighting bombers designed for 
the (British Air Ministry, and at the 
time of the armistice was largely 
ised on the anti-submarine patrol 
service. The machine is a biplane 
measuring 75 feet from wing-tip 
to wing-tip, and is fitted with twin 
engines developing 550 horsepower
